Fourth time was lucky for 7.1 acres 
just north of Cloister Square Shopping 
Center. 
Planning 
and 
Zoning 
Com­ 
missioners in a marathon session 
Monday 
night 
finally 
granted 
rezoning on the property over the 
objections of nearby residents. The 
tract which is Z-shaped is located 
between Independence Pkwy, and 
Mill 
Valley Dr. and follows the 
proposed extension of Regal Rd., 
Dorchester Dr. and Windsor Pl. 
Harwath Enterprises has in the past 
requested changes from existing 
tow nhouse zoning, only to m eet 
concentrated opposition. 
That op­ 
position was present again Monday 
with 
18 neighborhood residents 
submitting letters of protest and eight 
others speaking out ag ain st the 
rezoning, but commissioners reversed 
previous decisions and designated the 
tract as planned development office. 
Office zoning was denied with 
prejudice in 1974 and last year another 
request for office zoning was with­ 
drawn by Harwath at the public 
hearing when it appeared it would 
again be denied. The commission also 
denied a request for 4.67 acres retail 
and 2.42 acres office in 1973. In the 
current case, the owner had requested 
1.97 acres of neighborhood service and 
5.12 acres of office. 
The commission’s reversal was 
apparently triggered by a report from 
City Planner Bob Buffington which 
outlined 
the 
possibilities 
of 
development. He told the commission 
that a planned office complex with 
controlled lighting, building height 
and traffic flow is the most feasible 
and best protection to area residents. 
The residents disagreed with that 
assessment, however, and reiterated 
their opposition when the public 
hearing was reopened a fte r the 


report .The decision of the commission 
was unanimous and several members 
told the audience that office zoning is 
what they would prefer if they lived in 
the neighborhood. 
In another public hearing, Nor Tex 
Development Co. withdrew a request 
for light commercial zoning on one lot 
in the Kendricks 
First 
Addition. 
Currently zoned general residential, 
the property located on the northwest 
corner of 14th St. and Avenue G was 
supposedly needed for a day care 
center; but Jim Lee, a representative 
of the applicant, admitted under 
questioning that there are no im­ 
mediate plans for any development. 
He argued, how ever, that the 
general trend of the area is for light 
commercial and added that Nor Tex 
was trying to do some long-range 
planning for the area. 
The commission was in the process 
of refusing the request by a 3-1 count 
when Lee withdrew the proposal. 
Commissioners pointed out that the 
neighborhood is now residential and 
stressed that the property rights of 
existing residential owners must be 
protected even though it seems safe to 
assume that the whole area will 
eventually become light commercial. 
In other action. Trammel Crow 
gained rezoning on 76.4 acres on the 
southeast corner of the Park Blvd - 
Coit Rd. intersection. C urrently 
zoned for SF-2 resid en tial (1600 
square feet floor area), the property 
was changed to 66.84 acres SF-3 
residential (1400 square feet floor 
area) and 9.6 acres of retail. 
Commissioner Richard Thompson 
opposed the action on the grounds that 
too much retail already exists along 
Coit Rd. He noted that 20 acres is 
planned for the northeast corner and 
that 23 acres is planned for the 
southeast and southwest corners of 
the Coit-FM 544 intersection. 


A land study and preliminary plat of 
Royal Oaks II, a 21-acre subdivision 
on the southeast corner of Royal Oaks 
Dr. and Peachtree Lane, was tabled 
until staff members can work out a 
possible conflict with the development 
of the Albritton park tract. 
Director of Parks and Recreatior 
Bob Woodruff told the commissior 
that his department is planning an\ 
outdoor learning center in the large 
park which is just east of the Royal

DEAR POLLY — Recently I served a black caviar 
spread to my guests and it made stains on my white 
tablecloth that I cannot wash out.

Apply unseasoned meat 
tenderizer to stain, keep moist and when satisfactory 
results are attained rinse out in warm water. Good luck 
for this is just a gamble. Repeat if necessary. —

DEAR POLLY — One of my Pet Peeves is with pattern 
companies for not having more patterns for costumes that can 
be worn on various occasions.

DEAR POLLY — I clean cloth shoes by spraying them with 
rug shampoo at night, let them dry and then brush the next day 
and they look like new. (Test first to see effect of spray on 
color and fabric.)

DEAR POLLY — Everyone does not have access to sand to 
use for their winter driving problems, but everyone does have 
newspapers. I remembered this when I got stuck on the ice on 
my own driveway and the wheels were spinning away.

Coin 
Causes 
Concern

AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) - 
The discovery of a dime­ 
sized piece of metal in an 
Indian mound is causing 
some consternation among 
U niversity of Texas a n ­ 
thropologists. 
Dr. Jerry Epstein had just 
told an anthropology class 
there was little evidence to 
support 
theories of tran­ 
soceanic contact in pre- 
Columbian times, when a 
student offered what may be 
evidence of such contact — 
the discovery of a Roman 
coin in an Indian mound 
The student put Epstein in 
contact with W alter L. 
Horton, 
who 
m ade 
the 
discovery in 1963 at nearby 
Roundrock. 
The 
coin, 
m inted 
in 
London in 313-314 A.D., is 
found 
so 
frequently 
in 
E urope it is not worth 
faking, 
according to 
Dr. 
John 
Kroll, 
assistant 
professor of classics at the 
university. 
It is inscribed on one side 
with the head of a young 
emperor wearing a laurel 
crown and the other side 
with the sun. It was worth 
only a nickel in its time and 
only about $10 today. But 
Epstein said “ for my pur­ 
poses, it’s invaluable.” 
Fifteen similar coins have 
been found in the United 
States, he said. 
“ But the trouble with these 
is they were never found 
under verifiable conditions 
by people who had a r ­ 
chaeological 
train in g ,’’ 
Epstein said 
From 
inform ation 
he 
obtained 
from 
Horton, 
E pstein said the Indian 
mound may be dated about 
800 A.D., and he called the 
find “the best documented 
Rom an 
coin 
found 
in 
America.” 
Epstein theorized, that if 
someone did not bring them 
to North America, wrecked 
ships could 
have 
drifted 
across the ocean, carrying a 
treasury of .coins. 
^ 
“ I can picture Indians 
gathering coins from the 
ship and 
passing 
them 
around, passing them from 
one person to another in 
trade,” he said. 
Another theory is 
that 
pioneer coin collectors lost 
the coins in Indian raids or 
traded them. 
“ T here probably w ere 
such coin collectors in the 
U.S. even in Washington’s 
day, and some early settlers 
may have dropped it ac­ 
cidentally or have given it to 
the Indians. 
“The problem of working 
all this out is something we 
have to do yet,” he said. One 
must view these things with 
a 
certain 
am ount 
of 
caution.”

Park And Facility Development Program 


The Parks and Recreation Department is currently involved 
in a program of development involving three neighborhood 
parks, the construction of a municipal tennis center, and six 
lighted athletic fields. Funding for these projects is provided 
through the 1975 General Obligation Bond Issue and a total of 
$759,855-00 from the Bureau of Outdoor Recreation. 


Municipal Tennis Center 


This facility is to be located on Sprinflcreek Parkway west of 
U.S. Highway 75 and east of Alma Road. The tennis center 
will be part of a School-City Multi-Purpose Center featuring 
educational-athletic facilities including a competitive football 
stadium already under constructin. Scheduled for completion 
in mid 1977 the tennis center will feature 13 lighted tennis 


courts and pro-shop. The 8 acre center will ultimately 
accommodate 21 competitive courts. 


Athletic Fields 


Also located on the Multi-Purpose Center Site will be six 
lighted athletic fields. Encompassing approximately 30 acres, 
the fields are designed for maximum utilization for softball, 
baseball, football and soccer. Completion of this facility is 
also planned for mid 1977. 


Schell Park-Santa Fe Trail 


A R. Schell Park and the adjacent Santa Fe Trail greenbelt 
are scheduled for additional development in 1977. One 
existing athletic field at Schell will be relamped with more 


modern lighting fixtures to improve the quality of play for all 
scheduled sports event. A fifth lighted athletic field will be 
constructed along with additional parking and footbridges. 
Santa Fe Trail greenbelt extending northeastward from 
Schell will feature a one mile long hike and bike trail along 
with a childrens playground. 


Shawnee Park 


Located north and west of Barron Elementary School, 
Shawnee Park will undergo first phase development shortly. 
Development will consist of the construction of a hike and 
bike trail approximately one mile in length, a picnic pavilion 
and restroom. Of special interest is the construction of a two 
acre fishing lake. Work on this site should begin in 90 days.
